SUCCESSFUL FIBLD DAY 

At. Dominion Ejperimental Station 

Lacombe, Alberta 

The Amnual Cereal Crops Field 
Day at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, was held on Aulg- 
ust’ 20th. Except that the crop is 
somewhat late the plots are jin the 
best condition in the 24 years since 
the: Station started. The experiment- 
al work has been increasing very rap- 
idlyand this year over 8000 lindivid- 
' ual:plots are under test. These in- 
clude small head rows, rod rows, 
hundredth acre and fortieth acre 
plets, small increase plots, plots of 
elite stock seed and three-acre rota- 
tiou. blocks. There are 179 plots 
grown from samples of certified and 
registered seed sent in by the Dom- 
inion Seed Braneh for test for cor- 
rect ‘type and purity. As seed from 
every member of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association_in Alberta is 
under test most of. these growers 
were on hand to see how their 
strains compare with those of other 
crowers. 

This year 724 samples from wag- 
onloacs of grain brought to the ele 
vaters of the Searle Grain Company 
were sent in by elevator opcrators. 
One of the best object lessons of tthe 
day’ was for farmers to see the bad 
mixtures of varieties in these plots 
as @ompared with adjoining plots 
grown from registered seed. In 
many cases there was last year a 
loss of 7 cents per bushel caused by 
the lowering of grades caused by the 
mixing of varieties. The 1eason for 
this Boss was well demonstrated in 
the growing plots. ; 

Favoured by ideal weather nearly 
600 people in somewhat over 100 | 
cars drove in from a radius of 76 t< 
in a few cases, 100 miles. Following 
a picnic lunch under the fine avenue 
of maple trees some of the Clydes- 
dele ‘horses and Aberdeen-Angus and 
Holstein cattle were tirst shown to 
the visitors by Mr. Wilson, Assist- 
ant Superintendent im charge of live 
stock. Following this, everyone got 
into their cars for a drive over the 
800 acre station farm. On this tour 
brief talks wera given by Mr. Reed, 
Superintendent of the Experimental 
Station, on the horses and cattle in 
the pastures, the herd of about 500 
swine, various kinds of forage crops, 
and particularty on the planting of 
shrubs and shelter balts around farm 
homestead. A trip through the 100 
acre rotation field containing 11 dif- 
ferent farm crop rotations provided 
many good object lessons. 

Following the drive a:ound the 
farm many of the ladies visited the 
flower and vegetable gardens, the 
poultry and the bees, while the men 
went to the cereal plots, where Mr. 
Newman Dominion Cerealist from 
Ottawa, gave a long talk on varie- 
ties, illustrating his talks by the 
growing plots. Mr. DeLong, assist- 
ant Superintendent in cha:ge of fielg 
crops, gave a general talk on the 
experimental work with grain crops. 
Major H. G. L. Strange of the Searle 
Grain Company, Winnipeg, called at- 
tention to the contrast between the 
plots grown fiom seed from farm- 
ers wagons, as compared with the 
adjacent plots grown from pure seed. 

Among the visitors present were 
Dean Howes, Dr. Asmodt and Dr. 
Bryer of the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, Dr. Sanford of the Do 
minion Plant Pathology Laboratory, 
Edmonton; E. L. Gray, Provincial

NOXIOUS WEEDS 
MUST BE CHECKED 
Alarming reports are again com- 
ing in regardimg the spread of nox- 
ious weeds in this part of the prov- 
ince. The principal enemy is the per- 
ennial sow thistle and it is said to 
be getting a powerful hold in some 
sections. After all that has been 
done to drive home what its spread 
means to the district, one finds great 


difficulty in understanding how any | 


farmer or municipality can be indif- 
ferent in the fact of this threat to 
their prosperity. But if the neces- 
sary measures are not taken to curb 
the growth of these weeds by those 
in the immediate vicinity, the provin- 
cial government must intervene. 
The legislation adopted two years 
ago gives all the power that is re- 
quired for dealing adequately with 
the menace. It was passed after an 
extended discussion on the subject fn 
the house and elsewhere. Attention 
was drawn to the ravages: of sow 
thistle in Manitoba, where hundreds 
of good farms had had to be aban- 
doned as a consequence. Not till 1013 
was it reported in Alberta. But ever 
since then it has been responsible for 
very heavy annual losses and for a 


_. championed, 


& position under the act of 1920 
apply the required remedies immed- 
iately. It is provided that the min- 


is found to be incompetent or remiss 
in his duties. If sufficient inspect- 
ors have not been appointed for the 
proper carrying out of the act, the 
minister may add to their number 
and have their salaries and expenses 
paid by the municipality. 

_ These and other provisions of the 
act make it possible for the provincial 
officials to handle the weed evil so 
efifectively that ‘it will cease to be a 
source of worry. Any laxness on their 
part is quite inexcusable in view of 
all that is at stake. ‘They will be 
expected to discharge the responsib- 
ilities which the legislation placed up- 
on them with the utmost vigor and 
fearlessness. 


INSPIRED VITUPERATION 
Mr. Winston Churchifl has one 
great virtue. He may change his op- 
inions and his political allegiance, 
but at least he makes it clear what 
are his opinions and his allegiance at 
any given moment. 

From a few remarks he meade the 
other day one is forced to the con- 
clusion that he does not approve of 
Lady Nancy Astor, Mr. Bernard Shaw 
or the Soviet Union. 

Of Lady Astor he said: 

She embodies the historical 
portent of the first woman mem- 
ber of the House of Commons. 
She applauds the policies of the 
government from the benches of 
the opposition. She denounces 
vice and gambling in measured 
terms and keeps an almost un- 
rivalled racing stable. 

She accepts Communist hos- 
pitality and flattery and remains 
the Conservative member of Par- 
liament for Plymouth. 

She does all these opposite 
things so well and naturally that 
the public, tired of criticizing, 
chan only gape. 

Of Mr. Shaw he said: 

He seems to derive equal pleas- 
ure from all these contrary hab- 
its, poses and attitudes; he has 
laughed his sparkling way 
through life, exploding by his 
own acts and words every argu- 
ment he has ever used on either 
side of any question, teasing and 
bewildering every public he has. 
addressed, involving in mockery 

“ and discredit every cause he has 


The world has long watched 
with tolerance and amusement 
the nimble antics and gyrations 
of this unique and double-headed 
chameleon, while all the time 

‘the creature was eager to be 
taken seriously. 

Of Lady Astor and Mr. Shaw in 
Soviet Russia together, he said: 

Russians have always been fond 
of circuses and travelling shows. 
Since they had imprisoned, short 
or starved most of their best 
comedians, their visitors might 
fill for a space the noticeable 
void. And here was the world’s 
famous intellectual clown and 
pantaloon in one, and the charm- 
ing columbine of capitalist panto- 
mime in the other. \ 

So, the crowds wére marshall- 
ed, the masses well drilied, the 
demonstrators were served out 
with red-scarved flags. Massed 
ibands blared. Loud cheers from 
sturdy proletarians rent the 
welkin. The nationalized rail- 
ways produced their best accom- 
modation. 

In a world of changing values and 
dissolving realities it is satisfying 
to find, here and there, certain con- 
stant factors. Among these must be 
numbered Mr. Churchill’s gift for 
inspired vituperation.

Trees are a countries’  back- 
ground. 
When we study the technique of 
art, we soon learn the immerise im- 
portance of backgrounds. Always, 
the background must emphasize the 
subject. And so... Trees empha- 
size the beauty of Alberta. 
* ” * * 

We have spruce, poplar, balm, pine 
tamarac and birch. 
That is not necessarily in the or- 
der of their importance, though 
spruce probably outshadows the oth- 
ers in its scenic worth. This because 
of its pbentitude, and because it is 
an all-year tree. Pine, of course, is 
another all-year tree, but it has not 
the merit of the general distribution 
of the spruce. 
There are two varieties, the com- 
mon, or black spruce, and the blue 


spruce. The latter is found at 
home on the focthill slopes, but is 
rapidly coming to the fore in our 


landscape gardens and man-planted 
hedges, for it is a real beauty. And 
phen we speak of beauty, the sight 
of a bine of spruce etched against a 
sunset is enough to make poets of us 
us all. 

The poplar marks the presence of 
good soil, you will learn in the back 
country. Spruce soif is not so much, 
pine soil is sandy and worse, but 
poplar land—good growirg land, so 
buy her! 

Years age, I heard Dr. Malti, then 
president of the North American Bo- 
tanical society, declare that we hadn’t 
a true poplar in western Canada.

To most of us, the balm of gilead 
is just ‘‘cobtonwood’’. Indeed, both 
poplar and balm are labelled thus. 
Some classify them, simply as_ the 
‘<tall_ cottonwood,’’ for balm, and 
the ‘‘short,’’ for the other. Balm 
grows to a great height, if given the 
opportunity, and a fine, -ugged, old 
patriarch of the woods it becomes, 
too. The poplar rarely grows lange, 
except on a northern slope that forces 
it to reach for the sun. Usually, 
though, the poplar comes +o full ma- 
turity at 30 feet, : 

Can you measure a tree? The 
most simple method is to take a 
stick a few feet in length, stand back 
from your tree a little, and, holding it 
sight your eye on the top of the 
stick to the tree’s top, and move 
your hand down the stick until it and 
the tree’s base are in line. Then 
swing the stick horizontally, and 
holding the hand part lined on the 
tree bottom, locate a marker out 
from the stick end, at right angles 
to the tree. Having established your 
marker, pace the distance between it 
and the tree and you have a rough 
idea of its height, 

Try it on some lone pine, the next 
time you go westward into the land 
of‘ “jacks.’’ A pleasing. tree, this 
and one that seems an_ essential 
background for...a .modse’ hunting 
trip. ; ! 

Lastly, we have that princess of 
trees, the white birch. Not very 
common in our Alberta, but. occas- 
ionally we find them adding to the 
beauty of a spruce-clad jow land.

Among the greater Shrubs, or near 
trees, we have. certain species of 
willow; great, spreading, gnarled 
growths that are truly impressive. 

But the best f these greater 
shrubs is one that people do not of- 
ten recognize--the black alder.

It is«surprising the number of 
smaller shrubs we have, and surpris- 
ing the little people use them for 
hedges. Spruce seems to be the 
only thought, if a native is to be 
grown. 

But for an inside hedge, you can- 
not beat that lovely plant, the wolf 
willow or silver berry. I do not 
know its Latin name, and it has a 
different nick name in almost every 
community, but it cannot be mistak- 
en. A pretty silver-leafed shrub with 
a silate-hued stalk, growing thickly 
on otherwise barren knolls and along 
the higher banks of streams. Every 
school boy knows its pungent per- 
fume that radiates from its tiny yel- 
low flowers in June. 

I have neticed that the gardeners 
of our provincial institutions use it 
with fine effect against a southern 
or inside walk. 

Then we have the osier, or basket 
wilhow and lesser lights of the willow 
kin. 

And buffalo bush, and buck bush, 
and the saskatoon, choke-cherry, both 
high-bush and common cranberry, 
dogwood and bush-buttercup. 

The dogwood deserves more _ at- 
tention. A wonderfully pretty shrub, 
often called the red willow, or red- 
bark. For appearance it is hard to 
improve on in summer, and in winter 
the bright red branches against white 
snow make a pleasing contrast. It 
has a name of providing the Indians 
with smoking material, the green 
inner bark, dried, being a fair substi- 
tute for tobacco. ft has another dis- 
tinction too. It is one of the few 
shrubs that flourish on the northern 
wall of buildings. 

Finally, we come to the lowly jun- 
iper. Some call it ‘‘crawling spruce!’’ 
That apt name will likely help you 
recognize it, if yeu are not abread: 
acquainted. 

It is a sandhill shrub, and a very 
hardy one, existing where winds are 
strong, soil poor, and water rare. I 
have yet to see it established in a 
rockery, where it would grow well 
and present a pretty evergreen for 
a difficult corner.

WAR DEBTS CAUSE 
WORLD DEPRESSION 

Radcal revision of war debts and 
reparations is urged by the commit- 
tee appointed by the Bank of Inter- 
national Settlements to investigate 
the immediate further credit needs 
of Germany. The inquiry, which was 
the direct result of a suggestion 
from the recent seven-power confer- 
ence in London, was made by _rep- 
resentative bankers of all the lead- 
ing nations. 

Their recommendation provides 
proof of the seriousness of the Ger- 
man financial situation and of that 
country’s inability further to carry 
out the obligations imposed by the 
Allies. It is stated that the posi- 
tion which has arisen in Germany 1s 
largely the result of the world de- 
pression. Her foreign indebtedness, 
incurred through foreign loans, has 
increased much faster than the as- 
sets owned by her abroad. Repara- 
tions have been paid in recent years 
by borrowing, a resource which 
could not continue indefinitely. The 
increase in short term indebtedness 
has become out of all proportions to 
the growth of foreign trade. 

The immediate objective of the 
committee was to discover ways and 
means of converting a portion of 
Germany’s short term credits 
long term credits. The conclusion is 
reached that the prices for German 
securities on foreign stock markets 
are such as to make the issue of a 
long term loan under the present cir- 
cumstances impossible. It is appar-

Forty members of the civil service 
eligible list, or former employes of 
the Department of Interior, will be 
installed at an office here to check 
up bonus receipts with cash grain 
tickets throughout the west.. The 
clerical office will be managed by the 
chief accountant of the Board 
Grain Commissioners, with the aud- 
itors, to be appointed, assisting. 

The bonus, Mr. Ramsay pointed 
out, ‘‘is for growing wheat—not for 
owning it. The man who grows the 
wheat gets the money whether he 
owns the grain or not, or regardless 
of whether he grows it for someone 
else.’’ The only exception will be 
the man on the farm who is paid 
wages in money, or partly in money 
and partly by share of the crop. 
Should he get wages entirely through 
crop-sharing the bonus of five cents 
a bushel goes directly to him. 

Regulations stipulate that ‘‘no 
person shall assign any claim to any 
bonus, and no person shall accept 
any such assignment. No person 
who is authorized by these regula- 
tions to issue a bonus certificate shall 
recognize or act upon any order or 
direction authorizing payment or 
delivery of the bonus certificate to 
any person other than the grower.’’ 

Arrangements have been made 
with elevator companies, track buy- 
ers, commission merchants and grain 
dealers to issue bonus certificates 
on ‘‘street’’? wheat or ‘‘ graded stor- 
age’’ wheat, while wheat in carload 
bots will be setthed for afiter official 
inspection of the grain, 

These bonus certificates must bear 


can hardly advance lack of revenue 
es an excuse for leaving the highways 
in their present unsatisfactory con- 
dition. A gasoline tax of five cents 
a gallon is imposed in addition to 
drivers’ and car license fees. Spec- 
ial taxation ‘of the kind should be 
reflected in well kept highways and 
not be diverted to other uses. 

The American Automobile Assoc- 
iation has just completed a survey 
showing that last year the 26,523,779 
motor vehicles in that country, with 
an approximate value of $5,460,716,- 
620, were asvessed, in personal and 


taxes and registretion fees, a total |: 


tax of $1,000,388,270, or about 18 
per cent. of their value. The survey 
covered every state and took due 
cognizarice of property assessment 
policies in different parts of the 
the country. No other form of pro- 
perty is subjected to such a heavy 
annual assessment. The taxes be- 
gan as a means of raising revenue 
from persons of more than average 
means, and were continued and in- 
creased as the demand for good roads 
developed. With enough cars in op 
eration to accommodate the entire 
population at one time, the luxury 
reason was abolished. Much of the 
tax is retained through force of pre- 
cedent. 

In view of the situation motorists 
have a right to demand modern and 
well-kept roads. If the Brownlee 
Government cannot meet the require 
ment, in all fairness the taxation on 
motor traffic should be modified.
